The strike is virtually dead this morning. 


The men who have assumed the 
leadership are still in a swaggering 
mood, but the rank and ꝑflle 


are tired of the contest. The arrest of P. J. 
Maguire, the labor agitater, late yesterdayjafter- 
noon, showed that the police were determined, 
and did much towards bringing about the quiet 
which prevails this morning. Maguire was out 
in the neighborhood of the Yellow Line stables 
on Washington avenue about 5p.m. He was 
driving around in a buggy and doing consider- 
able haranguing. J. J. Brady, a man who was 
formerly a member of some Labor Union, pass- 
ed by driving one of Mr. Maxon’s cars. 
Maguire grew very much excited. He leaned 
out of the buggy and characterized Brady as 
a ‘‘scab’’ and a‘‘rat’’ in very loud tones. 


Sergeant Price soon stepped up and 
invited Maguire to come down 
out of the buggy. He was 


immediately escorted to the Four Courts and 
locked up for the night. There was no charge 
made against him, and so bail could not be 


accepted. Some of Maguire’s confreres did 
some very excited tulking about the 
matter, but the street-car men 


seemed to look upon it as an indication that 
matters were drawing to a close, and that if 
they stood out much longer they would lose 
their places without reaping any good 
from the movement. This feeli grew 
more widespread towards dark. Abo p.m. 
Erastus Wells announced that fifty-fivé of his 
old employés had signed a papergaccepting his 
offer of 15 cents per hour to conduttors and 12% 
cents to drivers. The fifty-five men who 
have signed this agreement added 
to the number of men running already, make 
up nearly the full complement which the road 
had before the strike. Mr. Wells feels very 
much encouraged over this 8 of 
affairs and says that if the agita- 
tors had kept away from his 
men he would never have had any trouble in 


making any settlement with them. Last night 
Jno. H. Maxon gave notice that as soo as the 
cars were a pega 8 regularly again 
he would * 18 men the same 
rates as r.

crease of pay. The outlook on the whole is 
very favorable. The various lines have 
been encouraged 4 the success 
of yesterday, and all began to run 
this morning with the exception of one or two 
lines. All the police were on hand the same 
as yesterday. The Police Reserves and the 
Nationa] Guards were utilized. The specials 
were scattered in every direction. No trouble 
of any kind was anticipated. 

The strikers, as many ofthem as still remain 
stubborn, were feeling much discouraged. 
They denounced the men who had gone back 
in Mal forcible terms. John J. Hogan was in 
despair. He said that these street-car men, 
alter working nineteen hours for so long atime, 
were now willing in —— cases to sneak back 
and repeat the old experiment for an advance 
ofafew centsa day. The Executive Com- 
mittee of the Conductors’ and Drivers’ 
Union, feeling the ground slipping from 
under them, have almost thrown up the 
sponge. 2 ＋ have published resolutions 
calling upon the President of the Merchants’ 
Exchange to appoint a committee of five 
members whose duty it will be to 
submit to the companies a just and reasonable 
plan for a restoration of the relations hereto- 
fore cxisting between the men and their em- 
ployes on a basis of twelve hours fora day’s 
work. The resolutions further bind the Union 
to stand by the decision of this committee. 

But this action was taken too late. Several 
of the managers said this morning that they 
would pay little attention to such a commit- 
tee. A majority of their employes had re- 
turned. Several new men were ready to go to 
work and they were prepared to manage 
their own roads in their own way. 

Mr. Maxon says that he will stick to the men 
who stuck to him in the trouble, and the no- 
tice in which he is mentioned above as formu- 
lating last night says nothing about 
taking back old employes. It is 
a probable that all the men who hold out 
to-day will get left. Mr. Maxon says thathe 
will jose very few of his old men. He has all 
his conductors baek, be says, and most 
of his drivers, and he has good 
men in place of those who see 
fit tostand by the strikers. Nearly all the 
roads ran this morning, andthe advent of the 
cars created absolutely no confusion or excite- 
ment. 

THE FIFTH’STREET LINE, 


At six o’clock this morning the men began 
to gather at the northern end of the Fifth 
Street Line and a very few minutes sufficed to 
collect quite athrong ot people. Most of the 
faces were familiarto anyone who has attend 


ed the Turner Hall meeting, and 
there was evidently not 80 much 
enthusiasm among the men as 


they have heretofore exhibited. Tflere were 
very tew men in the lot who had not beenem- 
ployed by the St. Louis Railroad Company, and 
a reporter who circulated among the men soon 
learned that the boys had very little confidence 
in the strength of the strike. 
we made said one 
blatherskites capture the Turner Hall meet- 
ing—fellows that never handled a street 
car in their lives. We may be an ignorant lot, 
but I believe we could have managed this 
thing better ourselves than they did for us.’’ 

If Peper will give usa decent concession 
we will go to work, said another. 

Nobody in the party seemed to know exactly 
what Mr. Peper was going to do, although 
some claimed that he was geing to make them 
a very liberal offer. A little af⸗ 
ter seven O' clock Frank Dolan and 
several of the discontented men joined the 
party, and shortly after Mr. Peper came out 
and read aproposal tothe men offering forty 
cents a round tripto conductors and thirty- 
three cents to drivers. Extras will be provided 
to take any car at any time that the regulars 
may wish to have it, and extras making the 
long run On the last trip will be paid fifty cents 
for conductors and forty cents for diivers. 
This extra rate will not be paid to the regulars, 
however, even if they make the long run. As 
the pay is for piece work a man can work as 
many or as fed hours as he chooses, except 
that until sufficient extras can be provided 
the regulars will have to run out the full time. 
Around trip on the Fifth Street Line is ex- 
actly three hours, and hence for a twelve hour 
day this schedule pays $1 60 to conductors and 
$1 32 to drivers. Mr. Peper s that 
no man wouldbe spotted or black- listed on 
account of his connection with the strike, 
but that on the contrary he wanted all the old 
men to come back to him. As soon as the list 
was Opened twenty-eight men who had been 
on the strike stepped forward and signed the 
list. Frank Dolan attempted to make a speech 
to tbe men, but Mr. Peper promptly warned 
him tbat any interference with the company’s 
business would be followed by prompt urrest. 


Dolan did not require more than 
one intimation of this kind. He 
stood not upon the order of his going. Overe 


thirty men had signeg when the time had ap- 
pointed for the running out of the first car, 8 
o’clock, came. At that time four horses were 
put to no. 17, all of them in better condition 
tor their rest, and a man named Dowd took the 
ribbons. The bell was pulled and the car started. 
It was loaded with passengers, severalof them 
being ladies, and Mr. Peper himself took 
a stand on the front platform. The ride down 
town was uninterrupted by any incident. An 
occasional] small boy came out from behind a 
tree box and freed his mind on the subject of 
human rights and the dignity of labor, dnda 
drunken man atthe corner of Broadway and 
Mullanphy street protested against 
all despots. and all tyrannies, par- 
ticularizing his objection with some obscene 
reflections on men who crook the servile 
hinges of the knee that thrift may follow 
fawning. 

At the south end of the Fifth Street Line the 
compromise proposed was accepted by about 
an equal number of the old hands, thirty of 
them signing the roll. The horses of the first 
car out, 42, were decorated with flags, and a 
stretch of canvas bearing the legend 
‘‘Compromise’’ was§fastened on the side of 
the car. It was well filled with passengers and 
was not interfered with on its way up. 
Eighteen cars were started from the north end 
and fifteen from the south end of the line at 
seven minute intervals, and in a few hours 
the cars were running in five minute spaces. 
The cars will not run past seven o’clock at the 
request of the Police Commissioners. 


CASS AVENUE AND FAIR GROUNDS. 


Allthe regular drivers and conductors as- 
sembled at the stables this morning to hear the 
proposition for a compromise which was ru- 
mored would be offered them at starting time 
this morning. The men assembled in small 
knots, and canvassed the situation long be- 
fore Mr. Chipley arrived upon the scene. He 
addressed the assemblage in a few wordstothe 
effect that all the regulars wishingto take out 
cars on the terms offered by Mr. Wells to his 
men were at liberty to do so; the others were 
to consider their connection with the company 
severed. Only five men were found willing to 
accept the proposition, and they were men who 
entered the strike against their own will. Five 
bobtails were. accordingly hitched up and 
mounted by these men. he run was made 


from the stables to the Fair Grounds, and ac- 


complished without any interruption. At 8:15 
the first bobtail. No. 2, turned the corner of 
Glasgow and Cass avenues on the down town 
trip. Twelve men boarded the car, amon; 
whom was a reporter. The car was salute 
by a chorus of hisses and opprobrious epithets 
as it dashed down Cass avenue at a lively rate 
of speed. Two more passengers, a young lady 
and a stout German matron, were picked up 
on Jefferson avenue. The passengers wore a 
scared look asthe car approached that por- 
tion of the ony known as Kerry Patch.“ The 
driver pulled his hat over his eyes stirred up 
the horse and seemed prepared for the worst. 
Large crowds collected on the pavements and 
jeered and hooted the driver as a ‘‘scab’’ 
and rat, but offered no resistance. At 
Eighteenth and Cass avenue, the eastern ex- 
tremity of the ‘‘Patch,’’ about thirty old 
women rushedin.the streets and threw mud 
and water out of tin cans at the driver; a num- 
ber of the rising generation, who acted as re- 
serves, threw a shower of mud at the passen- 
gers, but missedthe mark. The driver was 
now thoroughly alarmed and was — 
shaky in the knees, as he espied a large crow 
between Eighth and Ninth and Cass 
avenne. A few police were standing 
on the corners but made no attempt to disperse 
the crowd. Whenthe car reached the middle 
ofthe square the crowd verged toward the 
track. The passengers threw upthe windows 
and squeezed into the smallest possible space. 
The suspense was relieved by some one 8 ying 
a brick atthe car. The passengers all droppe 
on the floor and the driver attempted 
to hide behind the dash board. 
The first shot was followed by 
a volley of the same missiles which rattled 
against the front and side of the car, but did no 
damage. Thepolice rusbed over and the mob 
scattered before ony arrests were made. Just 
as the car turned the carner of Eighth and 
Cases avenue its further progress was impeded 
by about 200 little boys who stood in the middle 
the track with mud and rocks 
in their hands. The passengers 
with few exceptions abandoned the car before 
it reuched the mob; the remaining ones threw 
up the shutters and closed the doors, and

on the unfortunate driver, who was literally 
covered with mud and dust. The next inter- 
ruption was on Eighth between Carr and 
streets, where a long line of 
rocks covered the tracks.

where macadam again covered both rails. No 
further interruptions took place till the car 
reached Fifth and Walnut. The driver pre- 
sented a sorry looking appearance but express- 
ed a determination to drive all dayor die in 
the attempt. 

A trip overthe line atlla.m.was attended 
withgno disturbance whatever. There are no 
crowds anywhere and no attempts to molest 
the drivers. Ten cars, all bob- 
tails, are mie 1 with two men to each car. 
Superintendent Chipley says that he will 
probably run out eight double cars this after- 
noon. He does not think it safe to attempt a 
night run but will take off all his cars after7 
p. m. 

WASHINGTON AVENUE LINE. 


The Washington Avenue Line started this 
morning at 7:300’clock. At that time there 
was a full corps of conductors and drivers on 
hand, and still other applicants for positions. 
The cars were not early enough forthe clerks 
and others who go to work at 8 o’clock, as the 
rst car east did not leave Ware avenue until 
nearly 8. During the morning hours a couple 
of regular policemen and half a dozen specials 
loitered around the stables at Twenty-third 
and Washington avenue, but there was 
nothing for them to do. Indeed, 
80 far as the Lindell Railwa 
is concerned the strike is over. Nearly allo 
the old conductors have gone to work again, 
and even yesterday enough of them reported 
for duty to man the entire equipment of the 
road. Quite a numberof these were put to 
driving yesterday forthe reason that experi- 
enced drivers could notbe had. Oneof the 
old conductors was noticed at work by are - 
porter last night and questioned as to the situ- 
ation. He said: We are all at work again. 
Mr. Maxon has promised to fixupa schedule 
which will give us twelve hour and six- 
teen hour runs; and then we will get something 
for any extra time we work.’’ Mr. Maxon was 
spoken to by a reporter this morniug just be- 
fore the first car went out. He was in good 
spirits, consequent upon the improved state 
Of affairs. He said he had all his old eonduc- 
tors back and one new one, but not all his old 
drivers. He frankly admitted that drivers had 
not been sufficiently paid heretofore when they 
received $1 50 per day. 

What rates are you paying your old men 
now?’’ 

»The same as before. Conductors #2, and 
drivers $1 50.’’ 


What has induced the men to go to work?’” 


‘‘Many of them never struckatall. They 
couldn't work when the cars were stopped, 
but they never wanted to quit.“ Mr. Maxon 
then smiled widely again, and moved off to 
give instructions to new drivers. No furniture 
wagons were running on Washington avenue 
this morning, although they could have been 
well patronized up to9o’clock if they had 
done so. People generally expressed them- 
selves, as they walked by the stables, as com- 
pletely tired out with the strike. They had 
supposed that the cars would be running as 
usual this morning, and grumbled because 
they found a delay. 


MARKET STREET LINE. 
The start on this line was made precisely at 


9 a. m. Half an hour previous Erastus 
Wells arrived from the Olive Street 
barns and began to get out 


the cars. A large crowd of old conductors and 
diivers were on hand, and the number was 
soon increased by the arrival of the new men 


who had been holding the fort all 
day vesterday on Olive street, 
and who had been ordered over 


to the Market Street barn. While the cars were 
being put in readiners Mr. Wells called the 
men into the depot to have a talk with them. 


Ile said that the cars were all running on Olive 


street and that they would soon be doing soon 
this line. He intended to stand by the 
men who had stood by him. All the extra and 
new men who had shown themselves willin; 
the pom pany would be protected an 
rovi with situations. It was impossible, 
wever, to do this tony The proposition 
which he made the other 7 under which 
the men were going to work to-day contem- 
plated the employment of alarge force of extras 
atabout half pay. At least sixty would be 
needed for both stables. They would be pro- 
moted es fast as vacancies would occur. The 
company would insist that the regular con- 


ductors and drivers should give the 
extras lenty of work, 80 as to 
make their position one of value. 


In putting onmen this morning Mr. Wells 
said that he would observe the following order: 
First, all the regular conductors and drivers 
would be given their places if they wanted them 
and came back in time; second, those men 
who have tried to assist the running of the cars 
during the days of trouble would get places. 
Third,all men who applied for positions would 

et them on the regular cars or on the extra 

ist. At the close of the speech 
Mr. Wells called for all the old men 
who were present to come forward, and the 
regular eonductors of cars No. B. 31, 23, 2, 
28, 13, 10, 27, 52 and several extras, among 
them Sam Baker, Frank Westering and others, 
said thut they would work. A large number of 
drivers were also willing. It was also stated 
that several of the regulars had gone down to 
Turner Hall to withdraw their naines from the 
Union, and would be back. to go 
to work. Car No. 24 was 
soon manned and started. It was followed by 
thirteen others, and the usual running num- 
ber, 18, will be out before noon. The men met 
with no trouble anywhere on the route, which 
wus heavily policed. 
OLIVE STREET LINE. 


The cars started running at 7:30 this morning 
and met with no opposition. The old drivers 
and conductors were on hand in large numbers. 
About sixty of them had signed the agreement 
to go to work last night, and Mr. Wells, when 
he counted heads, found thathe had almost 
enough regular men to do all the work, and 
he ordered thenew men andall those who 
had been helping bim out for the last few days 
to go over to the Market Street stables where 
he would provide for them. Sixteen cars were 
run out in short notice. A reporter made the 
round upon one of them, but met with 
no interruption. The whole twenty-four cars 
will be run out to-day and the regular time- 
table will be observed, The cars will also run 
as usual to-night, A considerable force of po- 
lice is guarding the street. 

WILL RUN TO-NIGHT. . 

Erastus Wells was asked this morning 
whether he had all arrangements completed to 
run on both lines. Ile said that he had and 
that he thought the plan would be very suc- 
cessful. 

What is the plan?“ he was asked. 

„ will pay the men at the rate of l2½ and 15 
cents per hour, as I have previously promised. 
I intend to employ alurge force of extras, 
at least thirty, at each stable. 
I will put ul? the men who 
helped me out on this extra list. These extra 
men will be required to be in calling distance 
of the stables every morning and eve- 
ning. The company will endeavor to get the 
regulars to throwas much work as possible to 
the ‘‘extras.’’ Sothat the latter shall make 
at least half wages. In this way the regulars 
will not be overworked, as we will see that 
they properly regulate their hours. 

„Will you run the cars to-night?’’ 

‘‘Yes, I will, on both my lines. I am 
tired of this kind of thing and shall runup te 
the regular stopping time to-night, unless the 
Police Commissioners interfere. They have 
not done so yet and I do net think they will. I 
amigoing to fight this thing through, and if the 
crowd want to ‘‘bust’’;me, let them do it. 
I wil) run all my cars, owls and all, to-night.’’ 
Mr. Wells suid that he was glad that his old 
men were coming back and that he would wel- 
come all of them. 

THE PEOPLE'S LINE. 

There had gathered at the stables of the 
People’s Railway, on Park avenue, quite a 
crowd by 70’clock this morning. It was or- 
derly, however, to an eminent degree. Ser-

years, and this morning they were apparently 
glad enough to see the cars start. The good 
teeling was shared by citizens of Compton 
Hill and Lafayette Park. They boarded the 
cars at every corner and the extemporized 
wagon line immediately fell into disrepute. 
By half-past eight every carof the compie- 
ment usually run was on-the streets. The un- 
usual spectacle of the carline inregular opera- 
tion brought people to the windows and side- 
walks everywhere, but there was no demonstra- 
tion beyond some childish cheers. The famil- 
iar faces on the platforms advised the patrons 
ofthe road that there had been a settlement 
by mutual agreement between the company 
and the employes, and eve body was glad of 
the adjustment. Sergeant Florreich with seven 
mounted men patroled Chouteau avenue but 
there was no crowd to disperse. 
Representatives of the com %any and the em- 
ployes on the Fourth Street and Chouteau Av- 
enue Line reached a Satisfactory understanding 
about 12 o’clock last night. The schedule, asal- 
ready stated, provides for ten and fourteen 
hour runs. For extra time there is extra com- 
pensation at the rate of 12% cents an hour for 
drivers and 15 cents for conductors. Both the 
officers of the road and the car men express 


themselves as well pleased with the outcome. 


FRANKLIN AVENUE. 

A placard calling the attention of the em- 
ployes to the fact that they were expected to 
report for duty before seven o’clocktnis morn- 
ing was pasted in the waiting room at the Citi- 
zens’ stables yesterday evening. About} an 
hour before the appointed time all the men as- 
sembled near the barn and talked over the 
possibilities of running their Cars to-day. 
At 6:30 Mr. Gartland arrived, bearing another 
placard in his hand which he posted in a con- 
spicuous place. The men immediately crowd- 
ed around and listened with interest to one of 
the assemblage who undertook to read the 
notice, which was an offer to pay drivers 1244 
cents per hour and conductors 15 cents, each 
man to work as many hours as he liked 
and to draw pay for the time worked. 

Mr. Gartland was called upon for an expla- 
nation. Hesaidthe line would be run upon 
an entirely new system;the wash car and the 
eight-hour trips would be abandoned and each 
man would be compelled to work on the same 
terms asthe others. All employes willing to 
accept those terms could take out their cars at 
8 o’clock, the others must seek employment 


elsewhere. The men immediately form- 
ed in cliques and discussed 
the situation. The majority of 


the men were in favor of accepting the propo. 
sition, butafew of the older ones, who were 
the most reluctantin joining the strikers, ad- 
vised the men to hold out, and accept no com- 

romise but the twelve hours at the old pay. 

he discussion waxed warmfor some time, 
and it seemed that no cars would be taken out 
this morning, atleast. John Tierney, the con- 
ductor of No. 50, was very enthusiastic over 
the proposition and informedthe kickers that 
his car was going out at 8 o’clock, come what 
may. Severalofthe others sided with him 
and the back bone of the strikers was broken. 
Mr. Gartland arrived and ordered the exten- 
sion lines on St. Charles Rock Road and Grand 
avenue to start out. The cars 
went over their route without 
experiencing any trouble. According to his 
statement, John Tierney boarded No. 50 at 

recisely 8 o’clock and pulled out of the stg- 

le. A lively discussion took place before the 
car staited for town. A number of special po- 
lice had been stationed at the stables to pre- 
serve order. The employes treated them with 
contempt and took every possible occasion 
to show their dislike tothe new police. One 
of the specials boarded Mr. Tierney’s car for 
the purpose of acting as a body-guard. Mr. 
Tierney refused to drive the car if any of the 
police were to ride without paying. The su- 
perintendent came to the rescue by advising 


the police to keep off the cars. A few 
of the drivers were in favor 
of carrying little flags to show 


the public that the company had come to 

tei ms, others were in favor of having placards 

to that effect printed and pasted to the sides 

of the car, but the majority laughed over such 
eas. 


Conductors of cars on the Franklin Avenue 
Line report that they met with no interference 
of any kind on the road this morning, It was 
known thatthe men had settled their differ- 
ences advantageously, and they were conse- 
quently not molested even by school boys. One 
of the oldest conductors on the line, and who 
has seen full fifteen years of service, was 
found in high spirits. He said that many of the 
conductors and drivers would prefer to have 
no extra men, and would run the old hours if 
they could thus make seventy-five cents. This 
wasthe only point in the compromise with 
which there is any dissatisfaction among the 
men. 

THE UNION DEPOT LINE, 

At the stables on Gravois road and Jefferson 
avenue President Scullin and Superintendent 
Roche putin an early appearance, as did also 
nearly all the employes of the road. President 
Scullin made n6 new proposition. He stood 
on the old proposition that as soon as the new 
barn was completed the number of cars would 
be increased and the schedule time cut down 
to about fourteen hours, possibly to thirteen 
and ahalf. It became evident, however, that 
fully half of the men were ready to go to work 
without any more negotiation and take the 
president’s word for the future. Foreman 
Carrington moved about getting his force in 
readiness. A dozen of the old drivers and 
conductors argued and urged the others 
to stand firm, but discovered that 
their words were ineffectnal. At eight 
o'clock they started offtotramp down tothe 
Union headquarters at Turner Hall and find 
out what the men on the other roads were go- 
ing to do. Fifteen minutes later a yellow and 
blue car were run out on the tracks, and al- 
most immediately t hey started over their re- 
spective routes. The stock looked fresh after 
the six days’ rest and the cars howled alon 
at a Kvely rate. President Scullin mounte 
the front platform of the first yellow car and 
rode down town, taking a driver and twocon- 
ductors with him. Thefirst blue car had two 
drivers and three conductors aboard. There 
was nolack of men and when the start had 
once been made the othercars started on regu- 
lar time. The first yellow car ran through with- 
out an interruption, but had few passengers. 

The first trip over the Lafayette Park branch 
was more eventful. The car filled up with 
passengers, and went along without interggp- 
tion until Preston Place was reached. ere 
a halt was made to relieve the tracks of a heap 
of stones put on them evidently with mis- 
chievous intent. On Lafayette avenue another 
stop was madetoclear the tracks, and again 
on Carroll street below the City Hospital, 
where some heavy boulders had been putin 
On Twelfth street, just south of the 

ridge, a teamster, with a load of hemp, drop- 
ped one of his bales square on the tracks, and 
maintained the blockade until a line of cars 
had collected. The passengers got ont 
and used both moral and profane suasion, 
but there was no policemen insight andthe 
driver took his time. Other teams gathered 
inthe street and there was a good deal of 
blustering but nobody -wanted to hit first. 
The road wus finaliy cleared and the cars 
went through to the down town terminus. 
Afterthe first the line operated with usual 


regularity. Capt. Fox with twelve mounted 
meu rode over the Uniou Depot route 
but found no occasion for drawing 


sabres or even giving the command ‘to 
move on. President Scullin remained at the 
Pine street end of the line for sometime watch- 
ing the urrivual and departure ofthe cars. He 
expressed himself as satisned there would be 
no further trouble. It mav be deemed pra- 
dent to haul offthe cars after dark for a tew 
nights, but other than this there will be no 
change from the regular routine observed be- 
fore the strike. 


THE FOURTEENTH &TREET LINE. 


There wasn’t the slightest excitement at the 
Chouteau Avenue stables, near Jefferson ave- 
nue. President Maxon thought last night it 
would be just as well tocontent himself with 
the operation of the Yellow Line on Washing- 
ton avenue, and no preparations were ma 
to start the Blue bobtuails. The barns were 
ciosed this morning as usual, and the foreman 
thought no cars would be run out till to- mor. 
row. The strikers came round, found that 
nothing was to be done, and then went off to 
other parts of the city. Unless the determination 
of yesterday is changed,when Mr. Maxon finds 
that all the other roads are running without 
trouble the tracks will be deserted. Tg-morrow 
morning itis thought the road will resume. 
The impression at the stables is that most of 
the men will goto work. Quite a number who 
have been with the company right along and 
some who gavein yesterday are putting in 
their time to-day on the Yellow Line. 

. MOUND CITY LIN2. 

This line is not running to-day, President 
Sculiin being very busy attending to his other 
roads. The track is also being repaired in one 
or two places, which delays operations. It will 
make astart in the morning. Mr. Scullin, 
however, will make no advance in pay, as he 
says the line is making no money and he can 
not afford a raire.

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CAMPANINI AND GERSTER. 


A Brief Account of the Two Great 
Singers of New York’s Coming Fes- 
tival. 5 

Special Correrpondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEw York, April 28. 1881.—In a modest 

brick house ut the corner of Irying Place and 

Fifteenth street, the lower part of which is 

occupied by a fashionable milliner, lives the 

famous tenor, Campanini,while in New York. 

As he is an old friend of mine I shall take the 

liberty of making an afternoon call, which I 

made upon bim this week, the pretext for a 

brief description of the great artist at home. 

At 3 o’clock I rang the bell of the modest 
house in question and was not surprised at 
hearing that the Signcr had gone out for an 
airing with Madame Campanini. Knowing his 
habits well, and being certain that he would 
return within half an hour, I mounted to the 
second story and entered the chief room, a 
Pleasant, sunny apartment, from which opens 
on one side a small bed room, just large 
enough for a big bed, and on the other side a 
small dining room, just large enough for the 
dining table. While waiting for Campanini I 
take the liberty of examining some of the 
iriftes ly ing around. A big basket of flowers 
stands on the center table with the card of 
some admirer still attached. Campanini’s 
wife is not jealous of him, but she weil might 
be, for no man receives more tokens of 
adimirzticn from foolish women. He gives ali 
notes to his wife who unswers some of them 
and laughs at the rest. The open upright 
pianohas the score of Rubenstein’s Tower 
of Babel” on it, a work in which Campanini 
is to sing at the May festival two weeks 
hence. It is not an easy thing to learn, and 
taught by certain mishaps which occurred 
last, year when he nearly ruined a symphony 
concert by attempting a difficult tenor part 
without adequate study, he is taking matters 
in time this year. Under the pile of music 
upon the piano lies a big book labelled“ Jour- 
nals,” Which upon opening I find to contain 
shout every criticism which has appeared 
about bim for the last ten years, or at least 
since he became somebody. From the fact 
that I find nothing but what is highly flatter- 
ing, Linfer that Campanini has burned the 
rest. While L study the big book full of Ka- 
zlich and German and Russian articles, a 
strong but delicious odor of macaroni and 
garlic comes from the dining room and makes 
me doubiy sure that the master of the house 
Will soon bein. As eating is an important 
part of 2 singer’s duties, Campanini does not 
trust te chance cooking but takes his own 
cook „ng With him wherever he goes. When 
he stuy: ata hotel his own cook prepares his 
meals and his own valet serves them: in this 
way he is quite sure of his food being right. A 
inger's body is apt to get out of order easily, 
it secnis, and Campanini finds that it pays to 
live like a piece of clock work. His dax is 
arranged somewhat as follows; and no diifer- 
ence is made between the days upon which 
he sings or does not sing, except that on the 
former he avoids all loud conversation as 
muchas possible: He gets up at 9 o’clock, 
breskfasts at 10, takes a little 
strcli at 11, and begins at noon either to re- 
hearse at the theater or to practise at home; 
by.2:80 or 3 o’clock he is at liberty again, and 
unit he drives or walks, making calls, ete. 
At Ao clock, or soon after, he dines, dinner 
lasting until 5:30; after that he smokes a 
cigar, and at 7 o’clock goes to the theater if 
he sings, and if not loſters around his room 
until 8, when he goes to hearhis rival sing. 

As J o' clock rang out on the neighboring 
church tower the door opened and the buriy 
tenor comes in witha hearty greeting, fol- 
lowed by his wife anda tiny pug presented 
o him by some Boston admirer. On the 
stage Campanini impresses one as a model of 
physical proportion, albeit a trifle stout. In 
citizens’ clothes he becomes burly; his big 
chest and giant’s throat seem to struggle to 
get out of modern clothes. When he watks 
the floor shakes,and you realize that he 
Weighs 250 pounds. Another peculiarity 
Which strangers notice at once is that the 
silver-voiced tenor talks with a harsh voice as 
ifstrugeling with a severe cold. It is by no 
means musical aud reminds one of the remark 
made by a celebrated London physician who 
had for patients uearly ali the great sinzers 
ofthe day. This gentleman said that singers 
were all troubled with chronic sore throats 
and colds. Inthe ten years that I have known 
Campaninil have never heard him talk ex- 
cept in abarsh, rasping voice. But if his 
voice in talking is not musical he is the best 
natured fellow in the world, and 2 
one as a big boy full of egotism and inno- 
cence. Although he has passed at least half of 
his time during the last ten years in England 
or America, his English is _scareely inteiligi- 
ble so mixed up is it with French and Italian. 
But like all natural actors, especially foreign- 
«rs, be expresses more by his gestures than 
most men can do with the most perfect com- 
mand of alanguage. As he sits down fora 
little talk and pats his pug good naturedly it 
oceurs to me it is worth while asking him the 
secret of becoming a greut tenor to whom 
the ladies send flowers and to whom manua- 
vers pay four thousand dollars a month. 

Het ees vork, vork, vork,” he says in his 
broken English. which I will spare my 
readers. 

“You think perhaps that it has always 
been this way,“ he goes on, “but vou 


don't kuow of the vears of struggling «and: 


of poverty that I had to go through, 
suffering attimes for money enough to buy 
u dinner and pawning my last coat in ordeg to 
keep body and soul together.” | 

Having started him 1 let him run on in his 
own way. 

“My father was a blacksmith in Parma, 
Italy, where I was born in 1846. I had but 
little schooling and was learning my trade at 
my father’s forge when Garibaldi called for 
volunteers. I was only fifteen then, but 
working a pair of blacksmith's bellows de- 
velops the muscles and I was strong enough 
fo join the army. For a year | followed the 


fortunes of the Italian liberator, getting some 


hard kuocks and this sword eut,’’ pointing to 
a scar on his neck. When the war was over 
returned to the forge and worked until I was 
¢«ighteen years old, when an old singing 
teacher heard me sing one evening to 
the accompaniment of a hand organ. He 
likep my voice and offered to give me lessons. 
A boy likes anything but his legitimate work. 
apd I studied with bim after the day’s 
work Was over notwithstanding my father’s 
opposition. Many a time during the next 
five years | cursed my voice and my disobe- 
dlience to my father, and wished that 1 
bad stuck to the forge. After a-vear’s study 
at the l'arma Conservatory I obtained a small 
place in one of the local theaters. My first 
part was as the Notary, in“ La Somnambu- 
Ja. Tmade a complete failure of it from 
fright and was laughed off the stage. I joined 
a strollirg opera troupe bound for Russia, 
undd was engaged to sing every night, Sundays 
and all, at four frances (eighty cents) a day, 
paving my own expenses and providing my 
costumes out of this sum. For two vears 
we struggled and strolled through Russia: | 
don’t remember the names of half the towns 
we sang in; just making about enough money 
in one town to pay for our modest accommo- 
dations and stage fare to the next place. In 
1860 I got back to Italy penniless, the compa- 
ny having gone to pieces at Jassy, in Molda- 
via. The costumes of the singers were seized 
for debt, and it was then that I bad to pawn 
my coat and wander about in my shirt steeves 
for several days, sleeping in the parks of the 
town. A musicaLlawyer, who had heard me 
ing before our collapse, met me one day and 
lent me eight dollars, with which sum I got 
us far as Novgorod, where I met some fellow 
countryipen Who assisted me back to Italy. 
As you may imagine, my welcome home was 
nota flattering one. My father said that it 
was better to sing to the accompaniment of 
the anvilthan of the orchestra. But the Bo- 
~ temian life bad made me restless, and I was 
soon off again, this time with a company bound 
for Spain. By degrees I was learning to 
ping: it was a hard school but a good

sons from Lamferti, the great teacher of | 


Milan. At 25 1 Was engaged at L Scala, 
Milan, and sang in Faust,“ making the 
first real success of my life. It was the tura- 
ing point. With applause I gained confidence 
in myself and was offered engagements right 
and feft. In Bolognal was singing Lohen- 
grin’? when Strakosch, always on the lookout 
for young singers, offered me an American 
engagement at atbousand dol’ars a month. 
It was untold wealth to me and I closed with 
bim at once, agreeing to go to the States in 
1873. Isang for the first time in your Acade- 
my in November, 1873, when I appeared, as 
you know, in“ Lucrezia.“ Since then I have 
had an easy time of it, for it is easy to sing 
when one has dined well and is also sure of 
the next day’s dinner. In London, where I 
sing every summer fora month or two, the 
climate does not agree with me, and I never 
make there the success lam sure of in New 
York. My ambition is toestablish myself in 
America and give up the wandering life 
which even the most favored of opera singers 
have to lead. That macaroni is beginning to 
burn; come and let ustalk atout something 
more interesting than music.“ 

But I leave him to his macaroni, not wish- 
ing to inflict any more hard work upon him, 
for it is hard work for him to talk English. 
Campanini is not rich yet, but he has laid by 
at least $150,000, upon the interest of which 
he could live in perfect comfort in Italy 
should his voice give out to-morrow; for 
the last five years he has been paid at 
the rate of $4,000 a month by 
Mapleson. His wife, an opera singer, 
whom he met in Russia before success came, 
is an Italian also from Parma and has helped 
him to save his money. Beside being a sin- 
ger of renown, Campanini can act as stage 
manager and has a thorough knowledge of 
scenery and costuming. He had the scenery 
used in Aida“ painted at his own expense 
in order that the opera might be properly 
giyen here. His memory is prodigious; he 
has sung in more than one hundred operas 
and can appear in any one of eighty of them 
at two hours’ notice. In twenty operas he is 
ready to go upon the stage without a moment’s 
study. His preference is for Verdi’s music, 
particularly for Aida,“ but he greatly ad- 
wires „Lohengrin,“ Carmen“ and the 
‘**Huguenots.’’ 

A sketch of Campanini’s career would 
scarcely be complete without some reference 
to Madame Gerster, the prima donna with 
whom most of his triumphs have been asso— 
ciated. During Mapleson’s successsful sea- 
sons in this country it has often been said 
that Gerster and Campanini carried the «eas on 
between them. Last vear Gerster could not 
come andthe season was a comparative fail- 
ure. Mapleson cannot often afford to play 
bis two stars together, so that Gerster and 
Campanini are not frequently associated in 
the same work, but nevertheless when 
Mapleson’s work as a manager is mentioned 
these two singers are first to be spoken of. 

Etelka Gerster was born in 1855 in Kassa, 
or kaschan, which by referring to the Gazet- 
teer I find is a flourishing little town of tif- 
teen thousand inhabitants, situated in a vine- 
vard country one hundred miles from Pesth, 
the capital of Hungary. It has a Gothic 
cathedral of the fourteenth century, 
schools, a theater, library and 
royai academy. Her father was a 
merckant fond of music. When quite 
a child the beauty of her voice attracted so 
much attention that at the age of 15 she was 
taken to Madame Marchesi,the famous teach- 
er of the Vienna Conservatory. Her progress 
was rapid; at the public competition of 1875 
in Vienna the first prize fell to Gerster, 
Verdi and a certain Gardini, the manager of a 
stroliing troupe, being present. The latter 
offered her an engagement to travel with his 
company, Which she did for two vears with- 
out attracting attention. In 1877, while sing- 
ing at Kroll’s Theater, a second class resort 
in Berlin, she madea real bit and carried 
everything before her. Gardini married her 
and at once made a good engagement with 
Mapleson. In London she made a deep im- 
pression, being twice asked to sing beforethe 
Queen at the Buckingham Palace concerts. 
She came bere in 1878 and was hailed asa see- 
ond Jenny Lind. 

Gerster has made quite as many friends 
through the sweetness and simpliciiy of her 
character as through the exquisite quality of 
her voce. Success has not spoiled her. She 
made so many personal friends among the 
box holders of the Academy during the sea- 
son of 1878-79, that when at the bezinning of 
the next season it Was aunounced that owing 
to an affair of a family nature she woula not 
be able to come, the dissatisfaction expressed 
almost spoiled the season. 

This season she has made still further ad- 
vances in the esteem of New Yorkers and is 
at present the most popular soprano in the 
country. Her kindness to members of the 
company, to the chorus singers, who are usu— 
ally treated like inferior animals by the prima 
donna, and to the poor is proverbial. 
A friend of mine who had oe— 
casion to call upon her recently found her 
at work making clothes for the new born 
baby of one of the chorus singers. Why 
don’t you buy such things = ready 
made?“ said my friend. Oh,“ 
answered Gerster, ‘‘readvy made baby 
clothes are never well made.“ There are not 
many prima donnas who would make a chorus 
singer’s a clothes although many a one 
might buy things for such a purpose; but 
even of this I doubt. Gerster receives $4,500 
a month, with traveling expenses paid. Her 
husband acts as heragent. It may surprise 
people to know that with all her ovations and 
all her money and ail her hard work she finds 
time to knit her husband’s'stockines. She is 
quite proud of the fact that her husband has 
never had to buy a pair of stockings since his 
marriage.

the day. But, so far as carrying their vears, 
the Pattis sre a wonderful family. I met the 
eldest of the sisters, Mme. Strakosch, at a 
reception the other day, and positively she 
did not look over thirty-five or forty at the 
utmost. Yetsheisa grandmother of some 
vears’ standing, and it was in the far off days 
ofthe Italian Opera in the United States,when 
Truffi and Benedetti were the reigning stars, 
that the first of the Patti sisters, pretty, 
fragile-looking Mile.

THE ZERO-MOTOR. 


Steam Possibly to be Snperseded by Am- 


monia and Water. 
From a Washiuguon Letter. 


There is at the Navy Yard here an appara- 
tus known as the Gamgeeice machine. In 
fact, it has no distinct name as yet, but when 
it shall be completed, some three months 


hence, it will be known as the zero-motor. 


The machine has excited great interest among 


various persons, but Prof Gamgee has on 


exhibited it in motion to President Gartield, 
and Windom and a few 


Secretaries Hunt 
prominent officials. 
The primary idea of the inventor was to se- 
cure a machine for the economical manufue— 
ture of ice, and be constructed a compound-

The fuel consists of gaseous ammonia, 
generated from liquid ammonia by the heat in 
hydrant water of ordinary atmospheric tem- 
perature. So far as making ice is concerned 
the apparatus has proven a success. While 
making these experiments Prof. Gamgee dis— 
covered that in his compound-ammonia en— 
gine he could generate a great power, and with- 
out any trouble it could be controlled so as to 
be used for driving machinery. Therefore 
he has determined to cut off the steam attach- 
ment, and will make improvemeats by which 
he hopes in the near future to revolutionize 
the entire motive power of the world and dis- 
pense with steam. 

Chief Engineer Isherwood of the Navy De- 
partment was detailed to investigate the ma- 
chine, and he made a report to Secretary 
Hunt, in which he stated that the scheme had 
an entirely practical look about it and he 
doubted not but that if but a short time 
should be allowed Gamgee he would produce 
a motor capable of furnishing power without 
the combustion of coal. It was

The ouly ingredients for generating 
the gus Were liquid ammonia and pure water 
from a hydrant near the machine shop. Ina 
short time the pipes were covered with hoar 
frost, which accumulated in great 
quantities. The power of the vapor could be 
distinctly felt when one placed his hand near 
aguuge which was suddenly opened. A 
smail voluine shot out, so coldas tosenda 
chill over the whole body by mere contact 
with the hand, aud of such force as to knock 
it from in frontofthe cloud. No attempt has 
been made as vet to utilise the power for mo- 
tive purposes, but the inventor asserts that 
be will be able torun steamships and cars 
and machinery without the use of coal, and 
that the day for boilers is fast approaching an 
end. When Keeley first started, it was 
claimed his engine Was un am- 
moniacal one, but he dis- 

ved this by drawing off the water and al- 
2 ing it to be tasted. The present engine 
shows forty-horse power, requires the ser- 
vices of one man, some hydrant water anda 
small quantity of ammonia. Gamgee has 
been at work only afew years, and has ex- 
pended but a small amount of money. The 
power of expansion and contractien pos- 
sessed by ammonia has already been applied— 
by the aid of other mechanism than Prof. 
Gamgee’s—to the running of light machinery, 
but whether it is a practical motor in actual 
useor not is a matter for future experiment. 


The Livadia a Failure. 
St. Petersburg Corrcspondence Londen Times. 


The old dispute between the partisans and 
opponents of Vice-Admiral Popoff is no,yet 
exhausted, nor has the Russian public héard 
the last of the famous turbot-fashioned yacht 
Livadia, still lying useless at Ferrol. It now 
appears the Russian naval authorities have 
set their minds upon incasing the Livadia in 
wood as soon as her * as been repair - 
ed and she can be got safely into the Black 
Sea. It is, therefore, difficult to imagine 
what will eventually become of this novel and 
ill-fated vessel, or how much more expense 
will haye to be added to the original cost of 
construction before she will be complete in 
the opinion of Admiral Popoff. In all prob- 
ability, whatever may be the improvements 
made, she will never do much more than take 
her place by the side of the circular hulks 
which originated in the same ingenious brain 
aud furnish another curiosity in the Black Sea. 
It does not seem that she will enjoy the priv- 
Vege of carrying the pew Czar to the Crimea, 
for the latest report gives it as the intention 
of the Imperial Admiralty to build another 
vacht of steel ofthe same kind as the old 
vacht Livadia, which foundered off the 
Crimean coast. In any case the success of 
the Livadia seems more than ever doubtful. 


The version of the damage done to her bot- 


tom, as given at the time by Sir E. J. Reed 
and others, has not been borne out by the in- 
dependent Russian authorities who have gone 
into the matter. On the contrary, the float- 
ing wreckage theory is flatly contradicted 
here. The Livadia has, or had, several large 
cracks, one being as muchas ten feet long 
and one foot wide—a hole which itis impos- 
sible to repair without a dock. This being 
the case and in view of the fact that the sides 
or ribes of the fore part of the vessel are 
damaged or strained, it is impossible, the 
Russians say, that wreckage alene could bave 
been the cause of the accident. Moreover, it 
is observed, the screws and their appurten- 
ances would inevitably have been considera- 
bly damaged by floating — passing un- 
der the ship, and this is not found to have 
been the case.

Ten Gigantic Locomotives. 
Frem the Philadelphia Times. 


Ten iron giants for the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Company will be built this summer at 
Altoona. ey will be much larger and more 
powerful than ordinary passenger engines 
and are to be built for the particular purpose 
of making up time on portions of the road 
where there are long stops. Onthe fast run 
between New York and Philadelphia, for in- 
stance, the time allowed is so short that when 
there are unusual stops letting off and get- 
ting on passengers the ordinary engines can- 
not make it up. Hence a monster locomotive 
ynown onthe road as “No. 10” has been 
built as an experiment and tried cn 
different trains to see what can be done. The 
result has been satisfactory, but there are 
many improvements that suggest themselves 
which will be carried out in the construction 
of the other heavy engines that are to follow. 
In the slang of the railroad yard, No. 10 is 
known as “Long-legged loco.“ This comes 
from the big driving-wheels she rides upon, 
which stand six feet and six inches above the 
rails, or higher than a tall man with a silk hat 
on. She has two paifs of drivers forged for 
her by Herr Krupp, the famous cannon 
maker. In this is supposed to bave been 
solved the highest aim that canbe sought in 
a locomotive—to pull the heaviest trains over 
all grades against stiff winds and 
with the least possible liability 
towards hot boxes or low steam on the quick- 
est schedule time. Her engineer says: She 
goes like a bird and rides like a rocking- 
chair.“ Ever since it has been running this 
engine bas been making a mile fifty-seven 
seconds on up grade with a long train in tow 
witbout getting heated. She makes less than 
a mile a minute and keeps cool.“ Of course 
there is great consumption of fuel. In 180 
miles 12,000 pounds of coal are used up. The 
tank contains 3,000 gallons, 400 more than is 
usually carried. 1 else is Ou a pro- 
portionately large scale. Only the delay in 
getting boifers sufficientlv large has prevented 
the completion of two others of nearly the 
same pattern.

Athrong of men with ruddy faces an 
tweed coats — 3 porwr of the Brevoort 
House yesterday rnoon, 
voices, wheat tones were full of rising inflec- 
tions, made inquiries and gave directions. 
The following names were entered on the ho- 
tel register: The Duke of Sutherland, the 
Marquis of Stafford; Thomas Knowles, M. P., 
W. L. Stephens, J. P. Bickeratett, George 
Crosfield, Henry Crosfield, Geo. P. Neale and 
W. H. Russell. They had all arrived from 
England by the Cunard steamer Gallia, which 
came in yesterday. 

Dr. Russell is the well know ccrrespon- 
dent who was here for the London Times 
during the civil war. Mr. Neale is the Gen- 
eral Superintendent of the London and North- 
western Railway, and the others are directors 
of the railway. 

‘We have come,” said Mr. Neale to the 
reporter of the Sun, “on a trip of both busi- 
ness and pleasure, and we want to get about 
the country some, and especially to see the 
great West. And then we intend to learn 
something by actual inspection and expe- 
rience of the American railway system. We 
have heard a great deal of American 
locomotives,, and now we want to 
see how they are a and inspect the great 
machine shops of American railways. We 
expect to visit Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
Washington, Cincinnati and Chicago, of 
course. We shall go to Boston and Montreal. 
West, we shall go as far as St. Paul, and we 
shall go South as far as St. Louis. There the 
party will separate, some going to the Pacific 
coast, but most of tts will come back by way 
of Pittsburg, sto — Altoona to see the 
shops there. Altogether we expect to make 
a stay of a month or more.“ 

Dr. Russell, now a somewhat elderly gen- 
tleman, with a white moustache and the ap- 
pearance of u diplomatist, told the reporter 
something more about the Duke of Suther- 
land’s plans. “The Duke,“ he said, has a 
large hereditary interest in the London and 
Northwestern, and is an active director. He 
takes the greatest interest in railway affairs, 
and indeed, all .that relates to mechanical 
progress. I recollect hearing an anecdote 
told of a collier whosaw the Duke one day 
riding ona locomotive. There be goes,’ said

Dr. Russell himself is 
simply here on a pleasure trip, he said.

The Sacred Ganges. 
Bombay Letted to National Republican. 


Among the points of interest is the River 
Ganges, Worshipped as sacred by the natives, 
and called by them the Goddess Gavga. This 
river is replete with interest from its source 
to its mouth. Rising, as it does, among hills 
of eternal snows in the Himalaya Mountains, 
and sweeping down a distance of fifteen hun- 
dred miles to the Bay of Bengal, it forms the 
most extensive delta in the whole world, 
making and unmaking yearly thousands of 
acres of ground. According to an ancient 
legend this delta was formed by the god Siva, 
who, squeezing the water through his hair, 
Jet it run down through his fingers, thus 
forming the innumerable streams that divide 
the delta. This delta begins a distance of two 
bundred miles from the sea, forming a perfect 
wilderness of creeks and rivers, and during 
the wet season is almost entirely inundated. 
It is navigalde from Hurdwas, but above 
Cawnpore only for river crafts and passen- 
ger steamers, but below Allahabad for large 
vessels.

The Tallest Man in the World—Fae 
About the Chinese Giant. ts

Their 
charters plainly require them to furnish a 
passenger with a seat when he pays his fare. 
Itisnot an unusual thing to see a car 
in the busy morning and evening hours 
with a dozen people. hanging on the 
rear platform. In Paris, where an omnibus 
is filled, the card Complet'““ is hung out, 
and the vehicie stops for nobody until a va- 
cant seat is reported. It is time to putastop 
to the insolent manner which the street car 
companies have of dealing with the St. Louis 
publie. It is an outrage to stuff a car full of 
people, with one-third of them standing on 
the toes of theothers or blocking egress. Let 
the companies be compelled now, while 
the public mind is in an exacerbated 
condition, to provide sufficient accom- 
modation for their patrons. No seat, 
no fare,” should be the emphatic 
motto of the resisters of petty corporate ty- 
Panny. 


FROM the thralldom of one of the meanest 
and most contemptible libel laws in the 
country, the Stateof Pennsylvania seems to 
have emerged into the light ofa civilization 
as rare as it is radiant. In the libel suit of 
the City Comptroller of Philadelphia against 
the publishers of the Record, the other day, 
Judge BRIGGS delivered a charge to the jury 
which was the first judicial interpretation of 
the Constitution of 1874 as applicable to libel. 
The publishers of the Record had charged 
the Comptroller with corruption in auditing 
certain bills against the city. The charges 
were made during a political canvass. In en- 
lightening the jury Judge BRIGGS said: 

There has. been a radical change in the law 
referring to libelasrelates to newspapers in 
the Constitution of 1874, over and beyond that 
whichwas contained inthe old Constitution of 

838. Under the old Constitution a libel could 
only be answered by proving the truth of the 
charge. Under the Constitution of 1874 the 
truth is not at all essential to be proved, pro- 
vided thatthe defendantis guilty of no mal- 
ice nor neglect. Before he warranted the 
truth; now he warrants nothing, provided he 
is neither malictous nor negligent. The new 
Constitution evidently means that we have 
reached a period in our civilization and in- 
telligence when the people should know every- 
thing of men in public positions, and public 
capacity. This Constitution is a notice to 
every public manthat the eyes of the commu- 
nity are scrutinizing every public act, and it 
is a notice that the newspaper publisher has a 
privilege not previously conferred, and it is 
the privilege to criticize adversely the acts of 
officials and men occupying public caparity. 
It ſean be considered in no other light, ane 
every man who takes a public place is subject 
tothe latitudinarianism of this provision of 
the Constitution. 

As no malice or neglect was shown upon 


thegpart of the publisher of the Record it 
took the intelligent jury but ten minutes to 
acquit him. A learned, just and upright 
Judge is BRIGGS. It would be worth consid- 
erable to the State of Missouri if we could 
have a few such men on our bench.

ize them, or rideon their cars. Letthe strikers 
and their friends get out all the vehicles they 
can and run them on the same streets with the 
cars, charging the same fare. Then ket all of us 
sympathizers patronize the strikers’ wagonsto 
the entire exclusion of the streetcars. Again, 
let every man who has a dollar to spend or a 
vote to cast keep an eye on each car as it pass- 
cs along and resolve he will not patronize or 
vote for any man who rides on these street 
cars during the existence of the strike. From 
Saturday morning up to yesterday morning I 
walked back and forth from my home to my 
place of business, and since when [ have been 
patronizing the street car strikers’ 
wagons and will continue to do so 
until their just demands are acceded to.

THE LIGHT CAVALRY. 

Lieutenants Frank Halliday, Hunt and First 
Sergeant Abadie, in command of the St. Louis 
Light Cavalry, 88 the jail yard at the 
Four Courts. With the urtillerv this company 
has made the best showing of any that has 
been called on to await orders. Yesterday 
twenty-five men answered roll call and at 7 
o' clock this morning twenty-one were on hand 
again out of a company of thirty, some of 
whom are sick and others out of 
the city.

THE ST. LOUIS LIGHT ARTILLERY BATTERY A. 


The St. Louis Light Artillery Battery A, the 
pride of the military, are stationed in the jail 
yard under command of Capt. S. D. Winter, 
assisted by Lieutenants P. H. Skipwith, R. E. 
Williams and R. D. Saunders, with thirty-five 
men ready at a moment's notice and twice that 
number available’ at half an hour's notice. 
The battery was organized in the jail yard and 
has since become the most perfect drill com- 
pany in the West. 

They have two Gattling guns, ten barrels, 
United States Army, ar ee. shots per min- 
ute, with arange of 2, yards. The boys 
handle these valuable pieces with all the care 
that would be bestowed on a baby elephant in 
acircus. In addition to this they have four 
three-inch rifle ordinance guns with ranges of 
three miles. The battery is com- 
posed principally of active young 
men. Captain Winter, their Commander, 
can put 150 menin line, if that number is re- 
quired, in an emergency. The artillery was 
assigned to the jail yard the night before last 
and have been there ever since. 

POLICE RESERVES. 

The main body of the Police Reserves have 
taken quarters on the third floor of the four 
Courts building, under Col. Butler's command. 
Companies A, ofticered by Capt. Bartley and 
Lieuts. McMasters and Berry, and F, Capt. 
Priest and Lieut. Funkhouser, and detach- 
ments from BandC were atthe Four Courts, 
numbering about 120. Company H, Capt. 
Smith’ and Lieuts. Edwards and Miller, 
of 40 men, are stationed at the Second 
District Police Station, Soulard, near Sev- 
enth streets. — — E, Capt. Bull and Lieu- 
tenants Frost and Borderly, and a portion of 
Company B, sixty strong, are in the hall at 
the Third District Station. At the Fourth Sub- 
Station on Angelica street, Company G, Capt. 
Buchanan and Lieut. Fritz, are ready with 
about thirty-five men. 

During the day the Police Reserves 
Four Courts drilled on the walk 
in front of the Four Courts 
building. Last night they occupied the 
jurv rooms along the third story of the Four 
Courts. A small detail under Sergeant Bowen 
and Corporal Shapleigh were up all night pa- 
troling the building and caring for the guns. 

AT ARMORY HALL. 

Between 250 and 300 infantry men, of the 
National Guard, were on duty at Armory Hall 
to-day.

THE FORLORN MEETING. 
The gathering at headquarters, Turner Hall, 
this morning was marked by expressions of 
dissatisfaction on the part of the strikers that 
the car wheels were in motion again all over 
the city without the desired end being accom 
plished. The men remaining loyal to the cause 
discussed the situation in groups on the side- 
walk amd in the hall above, and the 
dampening blanket was painfully visible in 
its effects. Drivers and conductors of all the 
roads sat around the hall for fully an hour, 
— over the resumption of travel. The

The Little Ladies of Loretto Accomplish a 
- Revolution, 


That the child is father to the man is fully 
proved by the recent occurrence at the Loretto 
Academy, under the charge of the Sisters of 
Loretto,on Jefferson avenue and Pine. Rumors 
of the labor troubles without have pierced the 


convent walls, and one wee miss of nine ten- 
der summers has reflected seriously over the 
situation and determined that the only means 
to procure just hours of study was a 
general Strike. Mr. Louis C. Te- 
tard is the authority for the following 
remarkable story: It appears that one of the 
smaller students has become something like a 
labor agitator.§ On Monday, she called a meet- 
ing of the preparatory class which went into 
executive session and excindtd nuns and re- 
porters, at the close ot the school hour, and 
after speeches by several of the young ladies 
it was determined to strike for one hourless 
study in the hall. It was determined also that 
no lessons should be studied until the 
demand was complied with, and that 
any girl who did not join'the Union shold be 
Boycotted relentlessly. A committee was also 
appointed to wait ory the Sister Superior and 
present the demand of the class and here the 
first hitch occurred. None of the little Com- 
munists fancied being sent to bed, and the 
committee reported progress and deferred the 
evilday. Butinthe meantime not a single 
lesson was learned, and the good sister in 
charge of the class was shocked by the defec- 
tion of some of her best pupils. As class after 
class was called with similar results, an 
investigation was held which resulted 
in the discovery ofthe above facts. A com- 
promise was effected by which the little girls 
get half an hour more recreation, and quiet 
reigns in Moscow.
